Some of that teamwork has been and will 
continue to come from Edwardsville, Pontoon 
Beach, Madison County and SWIDA. 













Some officials in surrounding communities 
had opposed Mitchell’s incorporation in part 
because of the enterprise zone. Some feared 
that the new city could slow down needed 
developments by adding another layer of gov- 
ernment to the area. 

Mitchell organizers, however, purposely left 
some of those lands out of their incorporation 
plans, when they realized cities such as 
Edwardsville had designs on them. 

The establishment of the 20-year enterprise 
zone opens the door to property tax abatements 
on industrial, commercial and manufacturing 
iprovements: the first seven years, as well as 
sales tax exemptions on building materials 
used in their construction. 

“We're very excited and think it will -be. 
great for Southern Illinois,’ said Michael Tow- 
erman, executive vice president of Thomas 
Development in Barth City, Mo., part of a 
group developing the site.

Education topic at 2004 forum 


Expand MetroLink 
early childhood education 
Make health care and health 
insurance more affordable and

That's what nearly 50 people 
told organizers of St. Louis 
2004 at a forum Thursday night 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville 
The purpose of the forum 
was to hear voices from each 
community considered part of 
the St. Louis metropolitan area 
to brainstorm ideas that will 
move the region in a positive 
direction 
“St. Louis 2004 is the most 
exciting thing to happen in our 
region in a long time,’’ Madi- 
son County Board Chairman 
Rudy Papa said in kicking off 
the evening 
“This is) a movement to 
make St. Louis and the St 
Louis area a better place in 
which to live.”’ 

The presentation that 
explained how and why St. 
Louis 2004 was created took 
only a few minutes. Partici- 
pants then broke off into sever- 
al small groups to discuss the 
region's future

One group, for example, con- 
sisted of university students, a 
university instructor, a nanny, 
an accountant and a township 
supervisor. 

Members of the group 
focused their discussion on top- 
ics such as learning, health 
and downtown. Education 
came up over and over again 
as a fundamental issue 

“We have students here who 
cannot read and cannot write 
properly,”’ said: Hugh Barlow, 
an SIUE instructor who teach- 
es criminology. 

“‘Every student who walks 
out of high school should be lit- 
erate. There is no excuse for 
this kind of mediocrity,” said 
Barlow, of Glen Carbon. 

The inflated cost of health 





care and health insurance also 
was a hot topic 

“You've got to find a way to 
create a safety net of some 
sort,’’ said Lloyd Smith, an 
accountant who lives in Col- 
linsville. ‘‘The cost of coverage 
is just prohibitive. 

“I think everybody wants 
health benefits, but the ques- 
tion is how to pay for it. It all 
boils down to dollars 

‘Maybe the answer is to 
take the profit out of health 
care,” Barlow suggested. Oth 
ers in the group agreed 

=xpanding MetroLink to oth- 
er areas of the region was 
another important concern to 
residents on both sides of the 
Mississippi River. 

“I think when we look at our 
transportation system com- 
pared to Chicago, New York 
and San Francisco, we've 
lagged far behind everyone 
else,” said Martha Jennings, a

A series of three public 
meetings on changing bus 
routes are planned for next 
week by the Madison County 
Transit District 

“It’s an informal meeting,” 
said MCT spokeswoman Julie 
Hauser. ‘‘There really isn’t 
any formal program.” 

Most of the changes will take 
effect Dec. 1, when MCT’s 
Agency for Community Transit 
will take over most of the 
Madison County routes now 
operated by the Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency. The rest of 
the changes will coincide with 
the opening of the Edwards- 
ville Transfer Center in 1998 

“The meetings offer an 
opportunity for county resi- 
dents to comment on the pro- 
posed short-term changes, and 
gather information on other 
long-term transit recommenda- 
tions being considered as a 
result of the Long Range 
Transportation Plan, including 
a possible MetroLink exten- 
sion,’’ said Granite City Mayor 
Ron Selph, who also chairs the 
MCT Board 
‘These changes will permit 
MCT to extend it’s ‘hub and

spoke’ route system to more 
Madison County communities 
and more routes, and ultimate- 
ly to provide better services to 
transit users throughout the 
county by reducing travel 
times and increasing service

Admittedly, Missouri rules 
differ on certain points from 
those for Illinois soccer, but 
the bottom line is that wherev- 
er referees are from, they are 
pe to call a game by 
THSA rules when assigned a 
game between Illinois oppo- 
nents. In that task, Westenber- 
ger and Butler failed misera- 

ly. 


There are two telltale signs 
that a game in any sport is 
poorly officiated. 

The first sign is when the 
referees are more highly visi- 
ble than the players. 

By this I do not refer to a 
single, crucial, controversial 
call which puts the person with 
the whistle in the ee 
but rather to a game-lorg - 
ing of the limelight on the ref- 
eree because of or her use 
or non-use of the whistle. 

‘Thursday night’s game fea- 
tured 40 fouls — 25 against the 
Kahoks and 15 against the 
Warriors. But there may have 
been twice as many fouls that 
were not called, as the officials 
seldom used their whistles dur- 
ing the first half as each team 
was routinely and blatantly 
fouling the other. 

When, late in the game, the 
referees tried to regain con- 
trol, it was an impossible task. 
By that time, the game had 
taken on a mind of its own. 

This by the way, is the sec- 
ond sign of a poorly called 

ame. 

By such objective standards, 
I will say something you will 
rarely hear me say: The Col- 
linsville-Granite City game 
was a miserably officiated 
game. 

A long delay followed the 
game’s first red card, given 
midway through the second 
half. A dispute arose as to 
whether the Kahoks player 
could be replaced after receiv- 
ing his second caution, which 
is equivalent to a red card. 

According to Kahoks assis- 
tant Gene Briggs, the two offi- 
cials literally asked the coach- 
es what the rule was for ‘‘soft 
yellows’’ or ‘‘soft reds.”’ 

A soft yellow after a player 
has already received one cau- 
tion means that the player 
must leave the game, but may 
be replaced. By contrast, a 
hard yellow does not allow a 
replacement. 

The problem is, what consti- 
tutes a soft as opposed to a 
hard yellow? = 

“The difference is in the 
type of foul,’ said Rey Carl- 
berg, an IHSA soccer referee 
and an official IHSA_ rules 
interpreter for the past 30 

. “Non-violent fouls such 
as taunting or encroachment 
are given a soft yellow or red.

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County council 
backs northern 
MetroLink route

A proposal to build the next 
leg of MetroLink along a route 
north of Forest Park now has 
the official backing of the St. 
Louis County Council 

Council members voted 5-2 
Sept. 11 to approve a resolu- 
tion backing the northern route 
on its way to Clayton. County 
Councilman Kurt Odenwald 
R-sth Dist., voted with the four 
Democrats in supporting the 
plan. 

Those opposing it were two 
West County Republican coun- 
cil members, Greg Quinn, 7th 
Dist.; and Edith Cunnane, 3rd 
Dist. 

But the news out of the Sept. 
11 county council meeting 
wasn't all positive for County 
Executive George ‘‘Buzz”’ 
Westfall, who backs the north- 
ern route over_a southern 
route through Forest Park 
sought by St. Louis Mayor 
Clarence Harmon. 

All three Republican council 
members signed a letter to 
Westfall urging a delay in a 
November vote on an addition- 
al quarter-cent Proposition M 
sales tax for MetroLink. They 
want a long-term regional plan 
for development of the Metro- 
Linkesystem first. 

Of "14 people who talked 
about MetroLink in a comment 
period at the council meeting, 
several favored the develop- 
ment of a_ regional plan and 
several said there should be 
more input 

Councilmen heard from peo- 
ple’backing the northern route, 
the southern route through 
Forest Park and a third pro- 
Posed route along Interstate 64 
(Highway 40). 

Council members voted to 
endorse the recommendation 
of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council staff last 
week.for the northern route. It 


2 strongly urged the East-West 


Gateway Coordinating Council 
board to accept the recommen- 
dation.

Cunnane, who asked the 
council to withdraw the resolu- 
tion and the countywide Sales 
tax proposal, said a compre- 
hensive transportation plan is 
needed first, includin all 
lines, costs ‘and completion 
dates. 

,. Jif we're foing to be a grow- 
ing, first-c , 21st-century 
community, we need to have a 
plan that is all-inclusive,”” Cun- 
nane said, asking for a nonpar- 
tisan effort. ‘‘My greatest fear 
is that the proposed sales tax 
goes down in November.” 

Quinn said the northern 
route is segmented rather than 
system-oriented. “Large areas 
of the county are completely 
excluded,” he said _ 

Council Chairman Charlie 
Dooley, D-1st Dist., said the 
debate is good. But he said 
there is a silent majority that 
wants to get something done. 

“‘We need to move forward,” 

he said. 
_.One speaker said an areaw- 
ide survey showed results of 
two polls asking people to 
choose between an I-64 route 
and a northern route. An over- 
whelming majority favored the 
1-64 route, she said.

Lack of planning, inadequate 
communications and poor 
working conditions are among 
the problems at City Hall,

FOCUS St. Louis, a local civ- 
ic*graup, conducted the 100-day 
study of City Hall departments 
and last week presented its 
findings 
“Inside City Hall.” 

The 60-member task force 
conducted more than 200 inter- 
views with persons in the city 
departments under the control 
of Mayor Clarence Harmon, 
who had asked for the study. 

“I’m a politician, but I’m not 
a traditional politician who 
wants to sweep problems 
under the rug, out of sight,” 
the mayor said. ‘I honor the 
intelligence and the concern of 
the citizens of the city by 
bringing the 
the open ans 
light on them. 

“If we don’t improve opera- 
tions in the city government, 
we face a mounting annual 
deficit of $18 million by 2002. 
We have to learn to do more 
with what we’ve got.”” 4

The FOCUS report paid spe- 
cial attention to communica- 
tion problems in two areas:

The FOCUS assessment said 
communication between the 
department of personnel and 
other city departments is poor. 
The report also noted a possi- 
ble problem in the flow of 
information from the director 
of operations to the mayor. 
Noting that the director of 
operations is ‘‘the communica- 
tlon channel for spproximately 
g90 percent of the mayoral 
bureaucracy,’’ the FOCUS
